(Read  Carefully) 

Tickets. — Tickets  will  be  on  sale  from  Port  Arthur 
east,  including  the  Maritime  Provinces  on  and 
after  July  6th;  Winnipeg  to  Port  Arthur,  July 
.5th  to  Sth,  inclusive,  and  west  of  Winnipeg  for 
connecting  trains;  British  Columbia,  July  3rd 
and  4th.  Tickets  are  good  for  continuous'  pas- 
sage only. 

Certificates. — Each  traveller  must  purchase  within 
the  above  dates  a  one-way-first-class  ticket,  at 
not  less  than  50  cents,  to  Toronto  and  obtain 
therewith,  at  time  of  purchase,  a  standard  rail- 


way  convention  certificate  from  the  ticket  agent 
properly  filled  in  and  signed  by  him.  These 
coitificiitps  should  be  presented  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  D.E.A.  in  Toronto  not  later  than  noon  of 
Thursday,  .luly  11th,  to  be  countersigned  by 
him,  and  then  validated  by  a  paster  affixed  by 
the  special  agent  of  the  railway  lines.  For  each 
validation  the  railway  agent  charges  25  cents. 
No  reduction  in  return  fare  will  be  made  by  the 
railways  because  of  the  failure  of  members  to 
obtain  these  certificates.  Certificates  are  not 
transferable. 

Return  Trip. — If  a  total  of  fifty  or  more  members 
holding  standard  railway  certificates  properly 
filled  in,  countersigned,  and  validated,  attend  the 
meeting  return  fares  at  one-third  first-class  will 
be  gianted.  If  300  or  more  members,  complying 
with  these  conditions,  attend,  the  return  fares 
will  be  free  via  the  route  travelled  in  coming. 

Certificates  for  reduced  return  fare  will  not  be 
honored  for  Ontario  and  provinces  east  thereof 
unless  presented  to  the  railway  agents  within 
four  days  after  the  close  of  the  meeting;  nor  for 
^lanitoha.  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British 
Columbia,  later  than  August  9th,  except  as  fol-
